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Foreword 

These books are the gradual accumulation of forty years as 
opportumty has presented itself to one whose interest had been 
awakened in the history of his profession and in the character and 
work of the men who in an eminent degree had contributed to 
its development or had illustrated the special virtues character- 
istic of its practitioners. Although the collector was at the same 
time forced to regard the restrictions of a limited purse in the out- 
lay in which he could indulge, the sum of so prolonged a harvest 
is however not inconsiderable. It will be seen that some particular 
men have especially engaged his interest. As the result there 
have been brought together an unusually full exhibit of their 
works in various editions. As he himself has constantly profited 
by the breaking up of other collections of books in making his 
own collection, he is not sanguine as to the permanence of any 
collection, but nevertheless he hopes that, when he himself has 
had to leave his own, some way may be found whereby it may be 
kept together, or at least that such groups as the editions of 
Vesalius, of Par6 or of Harvey, which it contains, may not be 
broken up. The slow accretion of a collection of such books is 
like the growth of a child, and one who has cherished it, until 
finally it has been brought to some degree of importance, cannot 
help but have for it a feeUng akin to that which a parent has for 
the child which he has reared. It is somewhat with such a spirit 
of affection that the writer has been influenced to compile this 
list of the titles of the books by which he is now surrounded; books 
which have been the companions of many years, with whom he 
has shared so many pleasant hours, and who have presented to 
him models upon which he has endeavored to construct the ideals 
of his own life.

The 
capital letter of the first word of each section title is a rubricated ornamental 
gothic character. 

The author at the close of section Z states that the compilation of his 
book was completed November 28, 1444. Brunet mentions two previous 
editions, of 1^71 and 1473. 

The book is in perfect preservation with a modem binding. It is a superb 
example of the worlc done by the first printers. In the clearness and beauty 
of its type, in the arrangement of the printed matter upon the page, in the 
liberality of its margins, and in the quality of the paper — vellum-hke in thick- 
oesB and tou^mess and even now after nearly 450 years perfectly white — it 
ezdtes admiration. 

F^andscus Renner de HeUbrotm and Nicolaus de Frankf ordia worked 
together as printers in Venice from 147 1 to 1483. Nicholas of Frankfort 
continued his work until 1489.

Mesae the younger, an Arabic physician, died about 1015 a.d. The 
works of no Arabic physician, with the exception of Avicenna, were printed 
as many times as were his. Twenty-six editions in all appeared, the first at 
Venice m 1471, one of the earliest works on Medicine to be subjected to the 
newly invented art of the Printing Press. 

This copy is in excellent preservation; the leaves in places are slightly 
water stained. The binding is of the Eighteenth Century.

John Mlchscl SaTOUniU was a professor at Padua and Perrara from 
1434. Died about i46o(?). He was uie grandfather of the famed Jerome 
Savonarola of Plorence. He was a close follower of the Arabists, especiaily 
ot Avicenna. The first edition of his monumental book, Practica d4 Egritu- 
rftwAw. was published at Colle in 1479 by Bonus Gallus. In i486 it was 
nfmblisbed at Venice by Andreas de Bonetis, of which edition the present 
vohrme is a magnificent example.

This edition is without date, but as 
Bemardinus de Vitalibus worked at Venice only between the years 1494 and 
1500, its date must fall between those ^ears. Bninet says that there exist 
several editions of the R^imen Sanitatis without place of printing or date. 
Hough enumerates 47 editions of all kinds before the year 1500. The edition, 
of wnich this book is an excellent copy, is listed by Voynich as "excessively 
rare." Not in Proctor, Hain, Copinger or Burger. No copy in the British 
Museum nor in the Bodleian Library.

Aba Bekr Mohammed Ben Zakerijja ed-Rhaze, referred to usually as 
Rhasis or Rhazes, was born about 850 in Persia. He practised and taught 
medicine in Bagdad. He is said to have been deprived of his eyesight on 
account of ill success in the treatment of the Prince el-Mansur, of Chorazin. 
He died in 932. His treatise on Medicine to Aimansor, in ten books, is a 
general r6sum6 compiled from Greek and Arabian matters. The first Latin 
Mition was printed in 1481 at Milan, in folio; other editions followed in 1484, 
1494, 1497 and later.

This is a dean perfect copy of a very rare edition of De Chauliac. Nicaise 
in his bibliography of De Chauliac, p. CXXX, mentions a copy each in the 
Bibliotheque du lycee d Lyon, and in the library of the University of Erlangen. 

The copy at Lyon bears in a note: " Impress Venet. 1499." A second 
note says: Cette edition n'est pas de Venise, mais de Lyon, ou Vincent de 
Portonariis etait libraire en 1507." On the title page of this copv is inscribed 
the name of Jo. Fred. Blumenbach, the celebrated nattiralist and professor of 
medicine at Goettingen (1752-1816). 

Note by Dr. .^jinold C. Klebs: There is every reason to suppose that 
this book was printed much after I4gg, well inside of the i6th Century. I 
find Protonarius' device in the Giuntina Mesne Opera, Pol. Venezia, 1541. 
There is also no doubt that Protonarius had at one time a stationer's ^op at 
Lyon, and that this Guy was issued there under his auspices sometime around 
1537. Nicaise has date MDXXXVII below publisher s mark, otherwise it is 
identical with his 12, which is the above edition. There is a copy of this same 
edition in the Surgeon General's library.

The original is engraved on blocks of wood and is composed of 24 leaves 
printed on one side only, in gothic characters and in the latin tongue. These 
leaves are held together by uiree threads. Two leaves of tesct serve as a pref- 
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aoe; the deven leaves of engravings and eleven of text are arranged thus: 
The engravings at the left and the text on the right facing each ouier; the 
Uanks also face each other. The theme of the book: A Christian is upon 
his death-bed surrounded by his relatives and friends. Satin comes to tempt 
the dying man and to carry away his soul; but an angel comes upon the 
scene who aids the Christian by counsel as to faith, hope, patience, pride 
and cupidity. The demon vanquished finally abandons the struggle and the 
angd bears one soul more into uie blessed kingdom of the Supreme Being. 

The series, in its original form, was intended to prepare the minds of 
people for death in the da^ when pestilence was prevalent and there was 
often very little warning of the end. It is composed of six temptations and 
their correqxmding consolation; temptations, namely, to long life, to dis- 
bdief , to despair, to impatience, to worldly honor, and to avarice, followed 
by the final triumpli. In each of these prints the central figure is the dying 
man, surrounded either by devils or by saints and angels, the former espe- 
cially lending themselves to the mediaeval leaning toward the grotesque. 

The most ancient edition of this book is said to have been issued at 
Harlem between 1430 and 1435. The edition here reproduced is thought 
by its editor, Pifteau, to be a Gierman edition later than the Harlem one of 
1430-1435, but dosdy related to it.

" This Block Book consists of twelve separate sheets of two leaves each, 
printed on the inner side only, so that the recto of foUos i» 3. 5, etc., and the 
verso of folios 2, 4, 6, etc., are left blank, and folios 2 and 3, 4^ and 5, etc., 
could be pasted togfSther to form respectively a smgle leaf. Tms impression 
was taken in pale brown ink, by rubbing. There are eleven illustrations, 
each occupying a whole page, on the verso of folios 3, 5, 7, etc.; the explan- 
atory let te rpress being given on the recto of folios 4, 6, 8, etc. Polio i verso 
and 2 recto contain toe introduction in 30 and 20 hnes respectively. Every 
leaf is surrounded by a border of 3 lines, of which the top and right sides are 
shaded on folios 1-13, 15, 17, 19-23, the bottom and left on folios 14, 16, i8, 
and the top and left on foUo 24. Without title-page or pagination. Polio 
13 verso has in the comer the sign 7. which is the only signature occurring 
in the book. On folios 14, 16, 18, 24 (text) the letter u is always written il. 
This edition is believed by Weigel and others to. be the first edition of this 
often-repeated work, by reason of the beauty and originality of the designs, 
and the sharpness of outline, which proves the impression to be an early one/' 

llie aoove is a reproduction of this Block Book, execute in facsimile 
with the pen, by Mr. P. C. Price, and transferred to the stones, from which 
it has been printed. As a spedmen of facsimile art it is a perfect marvel. 
Compare it with the photographic reproduction. 

Among the treasures acquired by the British Museum at the Weigel 
Sale at Leipsic, in 1872, by far the most important was this celebrated copy 
of the " Ars Moriendi," a Block Book executed in the best style of art prev- 
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alent at the time of its production, (perfect as to the number of its leaves, 
and in a marvellous state of preservation. 

For this remarkable production the trustees paid the sum of £1072 los, 
exclusive of commission, being the highest price ever paid by them for any 
single xylographic or printed work.

Appended to the bookjproper is a full descriptive and critical essay by 
Dr. Klem on the Life and Works of Brunschwig. 

Das Bttch de Cirurgia des Brunschwig is not only the oldest printed 
tezt'book on surgery in the German langtiage but it is the first surgical text- 
book written after the discovery of printing to be printed in any language. 
In surgery the books of William of Saliceto, Peter Argelata and Guy de 
Chauliac received early printing; De Chauliac in 1473, Saliceto in 1474, and 
Argelata in 1480. B^tapa^lia^ book got into print in 1490 and in 1498 a 
CoUectio Chirui^ca was prmted at Venice, which contained the writings of 
Bruno, Theodoric, Lanfranc and Bertapaglia. Brunschwig's book was printed 
in 14.97. Brunschwig's book in sui[gery underwent nine editions, the last of 
whicn was published in Augsburg in* I539* There were two English trans- 
lations, 1525, one Dutch, 1535, and one Bohemian, 1539.

Bibliographical Note. — ^Earl Rivers, the brother of the Queen of Edward 
IV, during a voyage made in 1473, came into possession of a copy of Guillaume 
de Tignonville's version of "Les Diets Moraulx des Philisophes" which had 
recenUy been printed at Bruges by Colard Mansion. Rivers translated it 
into Eng;lish for the benefit of the young Prince of Wales and then procured 
its printmg by William Caxton who had recently been brought to England 
under Earl Rivers' patronage. It was printed upon the small wooden printing 
press which Caxton had brought from Bn^es and set up in a tenement called 
the " Red Pale " in the Almonry at Westminster, and was the first book printed 
from that press. 

The authorship of these celebrated dictes of ancient wise men is veiled 
in obscurity. They were originally compiled in latin about the year 1350 
and were translated into French in 1410 by Guillaume de Tignonville.

Caxton printed three editions of the Dictes — The first, of which the pres- 
ent book is a reproduction, bears the date "the XVIII day of the Moneth of 
Nouembre and the Seuententh Yere of the Regne of Kyng Edward IV." 
Thirteen copies of this edition are known to exist. A second edition printed 
three years later, and a third edition printed in 1490 were both exact reprints 
of the first. 

No edition possesses any sort of title page. The manuscripts of the 
Middle Ages had no title pages and it was not until after Caxton's death that 
Wynken de Worde, his chief assistant and successor, recognized the advantage 
of displaying the title of the work on the first page. The characters are as 
close an imitation of the handwriting of the time as could be made in letters 
separately cast, so that people accustomed to reading manuscript might not 
be repeUed by any great disparity. Roman type was not introduced into 
England until several years after the death of Caxton, and then many years 
elapsed before it was received into general favor. The pages have no numbers 
at top, nor signatures or catch words at bottom. The division of chapters 
is seldom by any larger space than the other lines; only the three first lines 
of every chapter are shorter than the rest, .so as to leave room toward the 
margin for an initial letter, and the second letter of the word which begins 
every chapter is always a capital. 

There are two sorts of stops used; the one a little dash, the other a little 
cross, and seldom is either used as a period at the end of a complete sentence, 
it being thought sufficient distinction to allow a little longer space there than 
between other words, and to begin the next sentence with a capital. 

Caxton died in 1491, nearly seventy years of age. His business was 
assumed after his death by WYNKEN DE WORDE.

Facsimile reproduction of the first medical treatise printed in the Eng- 
lish language, see Blades: "The Biography and Typography of William 
Caxton, England's first printer." This reproduction was privately printed 
by William Blades in 1858. The original was printed by Caxton in 1489, 
being an English translation of an old Latin tract, a compilation from Greek 
and Arabic sources. 

As an example of the confused state of orthography at the beginning 
of the sixteenth century, note that in the title paragraph of this book, trans- 
scribed above, the word chapter is spelt in four different ways, all different 
from the present accepted spelling.

The earliest editions in Latin 
appeared in 1480, simultaneously, at Montpelier and Venice, with Commen- 
tary by ARNALDUS DB VILLA NOVA. In rapid succession during the 
remainder of the fifteenth century as many as fifteen editions are preserved;

In this edition, as in the first Aldine edition, the Greek text is presented 
without notes or comments; it was produced under the direction of Janus 
Ccraarius, to whom has been given the merit of having presented the first 
edition in which the text had been critically examined. He had revised and 
corrected the text by comparison with three ancient manuscripts; more than 
4iOoo passages which had fc^n either omitted or altered in the Venetian edition 
have been restored. This rectification, the editor claims, had been done with 
Gcnipulous care that he should change only what was manifestly vicious. 
His text has had the honor to become the "Vulgate" of Hippocrates, and it 
is the only one which has been generally reproduce up to the tmie of Littrd.

The first edition edited by Anutius Poesius, to which Poes consecrated 
his whole life, appeaured the same year with his death, 1595, at Prankfort. 
Subsequent editions were published at Prankfort in 162 1, 162 a and 1645; and 
at Geneva in 1657, the present copy being an example of tne last edition. 
Poes is considen^ as one of the most erudite and judicious editors of Hip- 
pocrates; according to Littr^ his work is superior to all those that preceded or 
that followed it. It is a fine monument of the medical erudition of the sixteenth 
century. The particular merit of his work consists in the learned notes which 
accompany it; he discusses and corrects the text with a rare perspicacity. 
The editions of the works of Hippocrates both in whole and in part are exceed- 
ingly numerous. The Editio Pnnceps, in Greek, was published by Aldus, in 
Venice, in 1526.

Bat., two volumes 
in octavo; a translation into German, by Grimm, Altonberg, four volumes, 
in i2mo; 1 781 to 1792, which was left unfinished by the deaui of the author; 
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an edition edited by Carolus Gottlob Ktihn was published in Leipsic, 1825 to 
1827, three volumes, octavo, Greek and Latin text, which is a reproduction 
of the text and translation of Foes, omitting the critical notes. A translation 
into French based upon the text of Foes, by Gardeil, was imblished at Tou- 
louse in 1 801, four volumes, in octavo.

The first printed edition of the Anathomia Mundini was a folio of twenty- 
two leaves issued in 1478, at Pavia. Other editions quickly followed; in 1482, 
at Bologna, folio of nineteen leaves, in two ooltunns of for^-five lines on each 
page; in 1484, at Padua, quarto of tbirty-four leaves; in 1493, at Leipzig, 
quarto; in 1494, at Venice, quarto; in 1498, at Venice, folio. From 1500 on, 
at least eighteen other editions were printed, the last bein^; a duodecimo 
issued in 1580 at Venice. Mundinus died in 1325. Tradition assigns the 
year 1306 as the date when his fir^ dissection of the human body was made, 
and 1316 when he wrote his "Anatomical Compend'' for his pupils. Vide 
Pilcher.

Choulant in his Geschichte der Anatomischen Abbildung says: — "There 
was but one edition of this book and that is very rare." The pap[es of the 
present copy are dean, white and perfect; the original vellum bindmg is per- 
fect and there is not a dog's ear nor a trace of the book-worm throughout its 
whole extent; the illuminated title page is somewhat thumb marked. Upon 
the fly leaf is the note: — "Dalla biblioteca Bentivolio d'Aragona." The title 
page presents an emblematic en^ving in which the title in red letters like 
a tablet is framed bv vine-entwmed columns which support an entablature 
upon which are displayed the arms of the Medici upon papal keys; on the 
Mse is depicted a dissecting-room scene. 

The method of the book is to print first a section from Mundinus as a 
text, which is followed by the comments of Da Carpi, which contain besides 
descriptive anatomical details physiological and surgical dissertations. The 
book is notable for the anatomiod plates which it presents, of which there 
are seventeen full-page cuts. 

Note on Anatomical Illustrations. — ^The Fasciculus Medicine of Johannes 
de Ketham, 1491, and the Antropolo^um of Magnus Htmdt, 1501, each con- 
tain some cruae attempts at Anatomical illustration; the 15 13 edition of the 
Mimdinus has a diagram of the heart, and on its last page the astrological 
figure of an opened cadaver displaying the viscera of the thorax and abdomen, 
and surrotmded bv ^e signs of the Zodiac. The Spiegel der Artzny of Lauren- 
tius Phiyerzen, Strastxyiug, 1518, sdso contains two anatomical Wood-cuts; 
one of the viscera in situ, and one of the skeleton; but these plates, while 
superior to those of de Ketham or Hundt, are still too sketchy and diagram- 
matic to be taken seriously into consideration as anatomical illustrations. 
To Berengarius da Carpi belongs the credit of the first real attempt to intro- 
duce into a printed book drawings illustrating the texture of the human 
body, so that this commentary of his upon Mimdinus has the rare interest 
of bong the first illustrated work upon anatomy that was published. The 
tradition is that these plates were engraved by the celebrated artist Hugo da 
Carpi.

Matthaeus Curthss (Corti, Mathieu) — i^75>i542, occupied in succession 
professional chairs at Pavia, Pisa, Padua and cologna, and finally again at 
fisa where he died in 1542. He enjoyed an immense reputation. He was a 
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oontemporaiy and friend of Vesalius, to whom this edition of his commentaridb 
on Mtmdinus is dedicated bv the editor, Joannes Canappaeus, Curttus 
hinifself having now been dead nine years. This Mundinns of Curtius is not 
mentioned in any of the biographiciu sketches of Curtius, nor by Brunet.

The exact year of the birth of Ricardus de Wendmere, or Wendovre, the 
Englishman, is not known. He was physician to Gregory IX C^.M. 1227- 
1241) and lived in Rome. After the de&th of Gregory he went to Paris where 
he died in 1252. The works of Ricardus Anglicus pertaining to Medicine 
bdong to the years 1242-1251. 

For the first time his Anatomia, written at Paris during this period, is 
now published, 1902.

The book is m a perfect state of preservation, except the last page of the 
index which is somewhat worm-eaten and water-stained. 

Gabriel Zerbi, died 1505, was the first anatomist after Mondino 
whose work was not a simple repetition of the anatomy of the Greeks. He 
professed medicine, loc^ic and philosophy at Padua, Bologna and Rome. 
Called to Constantinople to treat a Turkish notable, he had cured his patient 
and was about to return to Venice when in the interval the Turk died hom 
the effects of a debauch. His children believing that Zerbi had poisoned him, 
pursued Zerbi, brought him back, and slew him by putting his body between 
two planks and then sawing down through their middle.

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This introduction to the study of anatomy contains some of the illustra- 
tions which first appeared in the Commentary of Mundinus by Carpus, pub- 
lished two years earlier; there have been addc^l a few more illustrations of the 
structures of the heart and of the brain. The title page presents the same 
engraving as adorns the Commentary, with this notable change that the arms 
of the Medici have been replaced in tne shield by the ecclesiastical monogram 
"IHS/' with the name of Mary replacing that of "Leo" while that of Carpus 
himself is engraved on the entablature and underneath the figure of the pro- 
fessor in the dissecting-room scene below. The book has dear type and is 
in perfect preservation.

ppl Alexander Benedetti lived at the end of the fifteenth and the beginning 
dt the sixteenth centuries (1460-1525); professed philosophy and medicine 
at Padua. His work upon anatomy appeared first at Venice in 1493 as octavo, 
and again in 1498; as quarto in 1502; many further editions were published 
in vanous places. According to Gturlt, his book, which is entirely the anatomy 
of Galen, is the best work of the pre-Vesalian period, and through it we come 
much nearer than in the works of his predecessors to the modem spirit, and 
in it there is much less of the slavi^ imitation of the Arabic authors.

In the earlier editions there is another anatomical plate, that of a skeleton. 
These bear the date of 1517 and are ascribed to a pupil of the elder Holbein, 
Jo. Waechtlin, or Vuechtdin, who lived in Basel. The Anatomy is "pre 
Berengarian," but much better than in any illustrations that had appes^ed 
up to that date. They are omitted from the editions of 1529 and 1532, which 
latter edition is pronounced by Gurlt (Gesch. d. Chirg. Ill, 30) as the best 
edition, as it is the latest edition authorized by Fries himself. It appeared one 
year after his death. 

Distributed through the work are a number of half page wood-cuts, six 
in all, which illustrate well the development of the art of wood engraving at 
the period.

Fries, Lorenz (Prislus, Phryesen, Phriesen, etc.). Place and date of 
birth unknown. Die^l 1 531 in Metz. Lived manv years in Colmar and from 
1519 to 1527 in Strassbuig. Was a zealous defender of the Arabists especially 
agamst the attacks of Paracelsus; his diief work, Spiegel der ArtMuey was 
written in German for popular circulation, though after his death it was 
translated into Latin (Speculum Medidns Strassbouig, 1535, in fol.). The 
Spiegel der ArUsney was first issued in 1518, fol. min., 184 ff. 2 coll. at Strass- 
buig from the press of Grueninger. Other editions appeared in 1519, 1529, 
1532, 1546.

mdiolas Massa (date of birth unknown) died in 1569. Flourished at 
Venice in the first half of the sixteenth century ; a skillful practitioner; author 
of various works upon medicine, among which was one of the first **De Morbo 
GaiUcoJ* The AnatomuB Liber ItUrodudafius** was published in Venice in 
153^1 quarto; and again in 1559. As stated in the title, it is intended to be 
prdimmary to a more extensive treatise to be published later, which, however, 
was never published.

The book is prefaced by a letter to the Archbishop of Cologne, in the 
course of which the author states that he had been assisted by Androis Vesalius 
and by Michael Villanovanus (Servetus). "With the aid of these two," he 
says, I have examined the mtasdes, veins, arteries and nerves of the whole 
body and demonstrated them to the students." 

John l^Hnter {Joannes Ouinteriut Andemaehut), 1487-1574. Greek 
scholar, master of fjhilosophy and physics, and anatomist, was admitted to 
the doctorate at Paris in 1531 ; five years later he became one of the physicians 
to Francis I. He taught anatomy m Paris and had among his pupils Silvius, 
Vesalius, Servetus and Rondelet. In 1536 he composed for the b<»iefit of his 
pupils an Elementary Treatise upon Anatomy, stating in the title that it was 
ta&n from Galen. It was published at Bale, 1536, in octavo. A second 
edition bound up with the "Anatomy" of Theophilus Protospatarius was 
published in quarto at Bale in 1539; in octavo, 1556; at Lyon, 1541, octavo; 
at Venice, with Valla, in 1555, i6mo. Winter tnmslated mto Latin part of 
the works of Galen and was the author of many other treatises.

Theophihis ProtosiMitaritts was a Greek monk, who lived, according to 
Pabridus, in the seventh century during the reign of Heradius. He was the 
author of various works on anatomy and medicine. His " De Hominis Fabrica, 
libri V," was published in Greek at Paris in 1540, 16 mo; and in 1^55, octavo. 
A Latin trandation by Junius Paulus Crassus appeared at Vemce in 1536, 
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octavorat Bale, IJS39, quarto. The present copy is a spedmen of this edition. 
It was again reprinted at Bale, 1541, quarto; and at Paris, 1555, octavo. A 
Greek and Latin edition was pubusbed at Paris, 1576, octavo. The book of 
Theophilus is merd;sr an abridgment of the work ofGalen, "De Usu Parttum 
Corporis Humani, Libri XVII." It contains, however, some details set forth 
with more exactness and precision than in the original of Galen; moreover, 
the chief purpose of the author is to demonstrate the wisdom of the Creator 
inj[the construction and arrangement of the body of man.

The book is a general encyclopedia of medicine, and is divided into three 
l^trts: Part first indudes the Birth of Mankind, Anatomy of Man, and Food, 
Drink and General Hygiene. Part second, Special Diseases. Part third is 
devoted to Surgery; "von Chirurgischer handwirchung." It is noticeable for 
the lar^e number of cuts of surgical instruments on the leaves 140 to 153 "aus8 
der Chirui^ei Gu. Reiffen," (Ryff's Grosse Chiruigia had been issued by the 
same publisher two years before, and the same wood-cuts were used in both 
books). Half calf; modem binding. 

John Dirander {^toiessor of Mathematics and Medicine at Mar- 
boure). Died 1560. Was especially interested in anatomy and was one of 
the first to appreciate the importance of illustrating anatomical descriptions 
by figures. He was a friend of Vesalius. He was the author of a number of 
books on Astronomy. His Anatomia pars prior was published at Marboui]g 
in 1537. In the Artanei Spiegel the Anatomy of Dryander is included "mit 
verb^serung." It does not seem that to Dryander is attributable the rest 
of the work which is an encyclopedic compilation for which the publisher, 
Christian Egenolph, of Prankfort-on-the-Main, is responsible. In 1541 Dry- 
ander publi^ed an edition of the Anatomy of Mundinus of which the specimen 
in the present collection is a most well preserved example. (See Mundinus.)

The present copy is a fine example of this Lvon edition; the dear cut 
beautiful typography reminds one of an Elzevir. It was obtained in Milan 
in 1902, from uie library of the late Carlo Miniati, of Pisa. The text is com- 
posed of a letter describing the use of the C^ynas root, recently introduced 
mto Europe, which he had used to cure the violent attacks of gout that were 
tormenting (Charles V.

A fine copy of this very rare book. The engraved title page contains a 
portrait of Queen Elizabeth, which is claimed to be the earliest portrait of her 
after her accession, November, 1558. The first edition was published in Latin 
in 1545, with a dedication to Henry VIII, whose arms were the central feature 
of its title page. The plaXes are among the earliest copper-plate engravings 
known in England, having apparently been preceded only by the ^tes to 
Raynalde's "Bvrthe of Manl<ynde," in i540t which have also sometimes been 
attributed to Gemini. In 155^ a translation into English was printed, with a 
dedication to Edward VI; and in I559» a third edition in English, dedicated 
to Queen Elizabeth, appeared of wlncn the present book is a co^. Nichdas 
Udall and Richard Eden are mentioned as the translators. This edition, 
Gemini printed himself, having set up a press in Blackfriars; in this edition 
appears for the first time the mrge folding wood-cut, marked, "E. S." The 
title page is the same as in the previous edition save that the portrait of Eliza- 
beth has been substituted in me n:iiddle of the cut for the Royal Arms that 
have been removed. Dibdin remarks with reference to the edition of iSSf, 
that this impression must ever be considered estimable in the eyes of the graimic 
virtuoso, inasmuch as it presents us in the en^ved elaborate frontispiece, in 
copper, with the earliest portrait of Queen Elizabeth. "I consider," ne says, 
"this frontispiece as a very extraordinary specimen of copper-plate engraving 
of the time, all the surrotmding arabesque ornaments in ouuine have a peculiar 
beauty of design and delicacy of finish; in the centre is the Queen's portrait." 

llie illustrations in the text were copied by Gemini in copper-plate 
engravings made by himself from the wood-cuts of tne first edition of the great 
work of Vesalius which appeared in 1543. Gemini must have set to work at 
once upon the appearance of Vesalius book, to make his copies and get his 
pirated book out m 1 545. Choulant (Geschichte der Anatomischen Abbudung, 
p. 55) says: "The engravings are finely executed, but lack by far the beau^ 
of the wood-cuts of Vesalius, and they assume a position inferior as r^iurds 
the exactness of their representation. Gemini, of Leeds, who is here named 
Geminus Lysiensis, was himself a copper engraver and printer, and the title 
page was most assuredly executed by him; and the copper engravings of tl^ 
work, which are in the manner of Hogenburghe, seem to have becm the first 
in England; however, there is no intixnation given to that effect in the work 
itself. Gexziini mentions only in the dedication to Henry VIII of this work, 
'Hanc anatomen, primam meam foetuam.' ('This anatomy, my first produc- 
tion.') The text contains only the plate descriptions, and even those are 
abbreviated. The work is very rare. The same plates were later acquired 
by Andre Wechel, of Paris, and published by him in 1569 under the title, 
"LES PORTRAICTS ANATOMIQUES DE TOUTES LES PARTIES DU 
CORPS HUMANE," par JACQUES GREVIN. They were also copied in 
Germany, furnished with titles in the German tongue, and published under 
the tiUe, "ANATOMIE DEUDSCH," by JuL Paul Pabrido, Numberg, 
1 55 1, and by Jacob Baumann, Zurich, 1575, and, finally, by Joannes Jans- 
sonius, Amsterdam, 161 7.

On the opposite page is a cut showing a surgeon extracting 
a bullet from the thorax wall of a wounded man, " Quomodo plumbeus globus 
immissus extrahatur.** For these interesting cuts are used the plates from the 
edition of Tagault's de chirurg institutione published from the same press in 
15^7; indeed the two books, Tagault, 1547, and Vesalius, 1569, are typograph- 
iouiy twin books. 

The " Surgery " of Vesalius was finished about 1561 but was not published 
until after his death which took place in 1564; meanwhile, the manuscript 
had passed, after the death of Vesalius, into the hands of a bookseller of Pans, 
when a certain Borgarutius came into possession of it and published it at his 
own expense. Tlie book is less a finished treatise than a sketch, an imperfect 
study, of the work which he meditated. The editing done by Borgarutius 
was done carelessly and without correcting the repetitions or the imperfections 
of style which render its reading fatiguing and often difficult. Tne work is 
divided into seven books whidi treat, first, of dislocations; second, of fractures; 
third, of wounds; fourth, of ulcers; fifth, of tumors; sixth and seventh, of medi- 
caments and the maimer of their use. In an introductory chapter Vesalius 
considers the Art of Healing in general, its end, its means, and the distinction 
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which exists between medicine, properly so-called, and 8tirp;ery. In the second 
chapter he treats of the choice of the sur^geon, his qualities, his manner, and 
traces a portrait which merits being thot^t upon m our own days. ''It is 
necessary," he says, "that the surgeon should have practiced for a long time 
upon the cadaver; that he should be a profound observer; that he fiiould 
f^low the precepts of the best masters; that he should be patient and laborious; 
above all the fnend of truth; right and conscientious; tnat he should refrain 
from touching incurable cases which present no chance of healing; that he 
should be temperate, disinterested, aftable, and of easy access wiu his col- 
leagues; and, fisiaUy, that he should be young or of age of virile force when the 
hand is firm and light, the eye quick; that he should be bold and pitiless when 
the wdl-being or safety of his patient is involved." Vesalius places among 
the knowledge most indi^ensable to the surgeon, anatomy and phvsiology. 
Vesalius is inexorable upon this point: " No anatomist, no surgeon. Before 
taking up the stud^ of the surgical maladies, properly called, Vesalius gives a 
resume of each region.

Leveling states in his preface that Siese are, without doubt, the original 
wood-cuts of Vesalius, which the ducal chief physician, von Woltter, had 
purchased probably from the estate of Maschenbaur in Augsbuxg, bv whom 
a reprint of these figures had been published in 1706.

Lois vass^ (Vassaeus) was a French anatomist of the sixteenth cen- 
tury; bom at Chalons-sur-Mame, exact date unknown. He was a pupil of 
Jacobus Silvius and was the author of a very choice — now become very rare — 
elementaiv book on anatomy: "In Anatomen Corporis Humani; Tabulae 
Quatuor. It was dedicated to Robert, Cardinal of Lmoncuria. First edi- 
tion. Paris, 1 541. An edition translated into French by Jean Canappe was 
published at Lyons in 1542. Other editions in Latin were published at Venice 
m 1544, 1549 and 1553; and in French, at Paris, in 1553 and 1555; at Lyons 
in 1560. Vass6 was contemporary with Vesalius, to whom, however, he makes 
no reference, although he speaks very gratefully of his own obligations to his 
preceptor. Jacobus Silvius. The book of Vassaeus has no ^lustrations, and 
consists of a brief synoptical description of the parts of the human body, 
under the four heads of "caput, thoracem, ventrem, artus."

Carolus Stephanus (Charles Estienne) was bom at the beginning of the 
sixteenth century in Paris. He received the degree of Doctor of Medicine at 
Paris in 1542, and died in 1564. He was a broSier of the renowned printers, 
Francois and Robert Estienne, being the youngest of the three. His brothers 
having been obliged to flee on account of their rdigious opinions, Charies 
undertook the direction of the printing house, in 1551, beccnning thus at the 
same time physician and printer. He was, in his turn, persecuted^ and was 
cast into prison where he died at the age of sixty years, in 1564. lie was the 
author of numerous works.

Realdo Colombo, I494-I559» was the successor of Vesalius as pro- 
fessor of Anatomy at Padua, later at the University of Pisa, and finally at 
the University of Rome. He died while his work DE RE ANATOMICA, 
LIBRI XV, was in press. The original edition was printed at Venice in 1559, 
in large Roman type, with marginal notes; no plates or engravings except the 
curious engraved tull-page title which represents Columbtus with a venerable 
countenance, a bald head and a lengthy flowing beard. He stands with scalpel 
in hand, his cadaver on the table Before him; a number of earnest students, 
for the most part greybeards in gowns, are looldng on, some taking notes and 
others comparing the parts demonstrated with the descriptions and plates 
in anatomical treatises opened before them.

Gabriel FallopphiB was bom at Modena, Italy, in 1523 and died 
in 1562, at the age of thirty-nine. At the age of twenty-five he was appointed 

Srofessor of Anatomy at Pisa, and three years later, in 1551, succeeded Vesa- 
us at Padua where he held the Chairs of Anatomy, Surgery and Botany up 
to the day of his premature death. Fabridus Acquapendente was his demon- 
strator and succeeded to his Chair after his death. Only one of the works 
attributed to him was published during his lifetime, viz: The ObservaUoues 
AtuUomioB, which were printed first in 1561 at Venice, octavo. Subsequent 
editions appeared: Venice, 1562 and 1571; Paris, 1562; Colon, 1562; 
Hdmstadt, 1588; together with Vesalius' Opera Lugd. Bat. 1726, folio.

EitstachittS, born in Italy, 1520, died in Rome, 1574, aged 54 yean. 
Professor of medicine in the CoUegio della Sapienza at Rome. Was a con- 
temporary of Vesalius, though jtmior to him. Wrote a treatise on Anato^ to 
illustrate which he had engraved on copper over forty folio plates. Tnese 
were commenced in 1552, and were not entirely completed when death over- 
took him in 1574. The book was never published and the plates were stowed 
away in the Papal library for nearly one hundred and fifty years until Pope 
Clement XI presented them to his personal physician, Lancisi, by whom they 
were published in 1714 at Rome. Followmg this there were also further 
editions published in Rome, Geneva, Coloipe, Amsterdam and Leyden. The 
work is uierefore not rare, but it is of special interest as one of the manifests 
of the general interest in himian anatomy that characterised the Vesalian 
period.

Juan Valverde Di Hamusco, a Spaniard from the kingdom of 
Leon, studied anatomy at Padua and Rome under Realdo Colombo and Bar- 
tolomeo Eustachi, and jmblidied in the Spanish tongue a handbook of Anatomy 
which was translated mto Italian and Latin. Although he himself says that 
he has copied the Vesalian figures, also, the copies are sometimes altered. 
The editions of his work are as follows: Rome, 1556, folio, Spanish; Rome, 
1560, fdio, Italian; Antwerp. 1566, folio, Latin; Venice, i^, folio, Latin. 
Ine present book is a beautiful copy of this last, 1589, edition. The second 
edition of this translation appeared at Venice in 1607. The same plates were 
used by Plantin, 1566, 1568, 1569, for his VIViE IMAGINES PARTIUM 
CORPORIS HUMANI.

Andr6 Dulaurens, 15 — to 1609, received the bonnet of Doctor of 

Medicine at Montpellier in 1583 where he was advanced to a professorial 

chft ir in 1586. In 1600 he was caUed to Paris as physician to King Henry IV 

which position he held tintil his death in 1609. His Historia Anatomica 

Humam Corporis was first published at Paris in 1598. In the following jrear 

it was publi^ed in Frankfort by Theodore de Bry. The present copy is an 

excellent sample of this Frankfort edition. Other editions were publi^ed not 

only at PrankEort in 1600, 1602, 1615, but also at Leipsic, 1602, Lyons 1605, 

Venice 1606. lliese later editions were in octavo, some without plates. As 

late as 1741 a last edition in folio was published at Paris. Dulaurens was an 

uncritical author and his book a mere compilation showing complete ignorance 

of many of the most remarkable researches already done. The plates are very 

badly engraved and very incorrect.

The first edition of the collected works of Par6 was published at Paris in 
X575> ^olio, under the title, " Les Oeuvres de M. Ambroise Par6. conseiller et 
premier chirurgien du roy, avec les figures et portraicts tant de PAnatomie 
que des instruments de Chirurgie et de plusieurs Monstres. Le tout divis6 en 
vingt six liuvresy comme il est contenu en la page suyuante. 

A second edition, in 27 books, appeared m 1579. No third edition in the 
French tongue was published, but the Latin edition, translated Iw Guillemeau, 
which appeared in 1582, is reckoned as the third edition. The tourth edition, 
1582, in French, (28 books) revised and enlarged by the author^ was the last 
edition which appeared during his lifetime, Par6 having died m December, 

1590. 

A fifth edition in 1598, sixth edition in 1607, seventh edition in 1614, eighth 
edition in 1628, appear^ in French, successively, in Paris. Five more French 
editions, ninth to the thirteenth, were printed at Lyons, in 1633, 1641, 1652, 
1664, 1685, respectively.

(Francis Palgrave, his book) is also seen on the title-page below that of the 
general. The mai^ginal lines throughout the book are probably those of 
Palgrave. 

This edition of 1678 is the last to contain textual alterations; the only 
edition published after this during[ the lifetime of the author was a mere reprint. 
The book is in excellent condition, the present binding being modem. A 
portrait of the author has been inserted. 

Thomas Browne was bom in London, October 19, 1605; was edu- 
cated at Oxford where he received the degree of B.A. in 1626, and M.A. in 
1629. He studied medicine at Montpelier, Padua and Leyden, graduating 
at the latter university in 1633. His early years in practice were si)ent at 
Shipden Hall, and during his residence here the little book upon which his 
sulD^equent fame is based, the "Religio Medici," was composed, having been 
b^^un in 1635. In 1636, he removed to Norwidi, receiving in the year rollow- 
iiig (1637) ^^™ ^® University of Oxford the degree of Doctor of Physic. The 
hold which this little essay, "Keligio Medici," hkd upon the minds of men has 
been a source of wonder and sp^nilation. The author was less than thirty 
years of age when he wrote it; the book was an exposition of the faith of a 
physician, the style of the book was novel bein^ a tissue of many langua^, 
containing a multitude of exotic words; it was m a way poetic, and the diffi- 
culties of understanding the style rather added to than took away from its 
acceptability. There are bits of autobiography throughout it. The book was 
famous from the first; it was quickly translated into Latin by Mr. Merri- 
weather, and from this edition it was translated into Italian, German, Dutch 
and French. Of En^sh editions, more than thirty have been published. 
In December, 16^5, Browne was admitted Honorary Fellow of the Royal 
College of Physicians of England. In September, 167 1, King Charles II, 
upon a visit to Norwich, offered knighthood to the mayor of the city, who 
declined it, whereupon it was confeired upon the great doctor of the city, 
henceforth SIR THOMAS BROWNE; he lived thereafter until October, 1682.

Richard Lower was bom in Prance about the year 163 1; studied 
medicine at Oxford where he formed a dose friendship with Willis. He received 
his doctorate in medicine in the year 166^, and the year following went to 
London. After the death of his friend Willis, he inherited in some sort the 
vogue of his friend, and acquired in a few years a large fortune, the greater 
part of which he left for the benefit of the French and Irish refugees, for the 
poor of his parish and for St. Bartholomew's Hospital. He died on the seven- 
teenth of January, 1691. His chief work was his "Tractatus de Corde." 
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In this he demonstrated that the florid color of the arterial blood was not due 
to any influence exerted on it by the action of the heart nor to the straining it 
suffered in the lungs, but was due to the air of the atmosphere inspired. If 
not the first to suggest the transfusion of blood as a means of saving life after 
hemorrhage, Lower was the first to show how transfusion could be effected, 
puttmg it m practice, as he did, from one dog to another.

Albrecht von Haller, bom October i8, 1708, at Bern, Switzerland, 
died at Bern, December 12, 1777. 

In 1723, matriculated at the University of Tubingen. Two years later, 
1725, went to the University of Leyden, in Holland, where he became a 
pupil of Boerhaave, Ruysch, and Albinus. Received his degree of Doctor 
of Medicine in 1727. After travelling extensively, he returned to Berne in 
1730, and entered upon the practice of medicine. In 1736 he was made 
Professor of Anatomy, Botany and Medicine in the newly founded Uni- 
versity of Gdttingen. Here he labored for seventeen years, carrying out his 
most important inquiries and compiling most of his literary work. In I7j>3, 
he returned to Bern where he passed the last twenty-four years of his life, 
taking his share in municipal and state duties. During his career he dis« 
played most extraordinary versatility as a poet, litt^ateur, political econ- 
omist, botanist, physiologist, physician and surgeon. It is related that at 
the age of nine years he had compiled an extensive lexicon of all the Hebrew 
and Greek words ol the Old and New Testaments, a Chaldaic grammar, and 
between one and two thousand biographies of distinguished personages.

This book had its origin during the enforced leisure of its author when 
he was confined in the Tower of London upon a charge of treason, he having 
been committed in March 1722, being supposed to have had a hand in Atter- 
burv's plot for the restoration of the Stuarts. Dr. Freind was a warm friend 
of me celebrated Dr. Mead who at that time was the physician to the royal 
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family. Finally, through the interposition and pleading of Dr. Mead with 
the government, Dr. Freind was released from prison and admitted to bail. 

JOHN FREIND was bom in 1675 at Croton, in the County of North- 
ampton, England. Having applied himself to the study of medicme, in 1699, 
he issued a paper upon a case of hydrocephalus. In 1705 he accompanied tiie 
Duke of Peterborough into Spain as an army surgeon; thence he went into 
Italy, returning to England in 1706. In 1 712 he became a fellow of the Royal 
Society and soon thereafter accompanied the Duke of Ormond as Body Physi- 
cian into the field in Flanders. In 17 16, he became a FeUow of the Royal 
College of Physicians. In 1723 he was committed to the Tower as alr^tdy 
stated. 

His complete work upon the "History of Physic" appeared first in 1725; 
it is to be considered as a continuation of the work of LeClerc. 

He died on the twenty-sixth of July, 1728. AH his medical works, under 
the title, Opera Medica Omnia, were translated into Latin by Wigan, and 
were published at London and Vienna in 1733; at Amsterdam in 1734; at 
Paris m 1735.

On page 5 of the Introduction, the author states that the chief new matter 
which he has introduced into this edition is a full description of the Circulation 
of the Blood as propounded by Harvey and Wcdseus: "Jam apud plerosque 
receptum," He ends his book with tms ascription: "Deo Creatori nostra sit 
Laus, Honor Gf Gloria, qui nos ex nihilo tarn mtrabili structura formavit" 

These three voltunes are among the most important of tne large number 
of books published by Bartholinus. The Anatomia was first published at 
Leyden in 1641, it being the first of a long series of books from ms pen. The 
second, enlarged, edition, published in 1645, was translated into German, 
French and Italian. A third revised (reformata) was published in 165 1 at 
Leyden. Repeated later editions continuea to app^r, the latest of which was 
in 1686. The present copy is one of the 1669 edition published at Leyden 
and Rotterdam. The figures are drawn mostly from Vesalius. Some have 
been borrowed from Veslingius, from Cassenus, from Pecquet and from 
Harvey. In this third edition, the teaching of Harvey with regard to the 
circulation of the blood is embodied; also, the description of the lacteal vessels. 
This work remained the classical book on anatomy up to the publication of 
that of Verheyen, 1693. 

Thomas Bartholin was the second son of Gaspard Bartholin, the elder, 
who was a man of great and varied attainments in philosophy, literature, 
theology, even poetry, all of which he cultivated with no less ardor than that 
of his own profession as a physician and anatomist. 

Thomas was bom at Copenhagen the twentieth of October, 1616. After 
spending years in travel, he returned to his native state in 1646 and was 
appointed to the Chair of Anatomy at Copenhagen in 1648. He continued 
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to fulfil the duties of this position, as well as that of Dean of the College of 
Medicine, until 1661, when he retired to a country estate as an emeritus pro- 
fessor. In the midst of his honors and with the esteem of his contemporaries, 
he died the fourth of December, 1680. He was, without question, me most 
celebrated physician of the age in which he Hved. He was accomplished in 
nearly all branches of human knowledge, but it was in anatomy that he was 
most deeply versed. To him is attributed generally the demonstration of the 
brmphatic vessels which, though seen fifty years before by Aselli, were con- 
fotmded by him with the lacteal vessels. The honor, however, of discoverer 
of the lymphatic circulation, Bartholin shares with the Swede, Rudbeck. 

BarthoHnus was one of the first to adopt and defend the teaching of 
Harvey as to the circulation of the blood. In general, however, he shared in 
all the faults common to learned physicians of that age, particularly in the 
matter of an excess of creduHty. He neglected practice tdmost entirely to 
give himself up to anatomy and to the composition of books. An indefatigable 
writer, he composed more works than he counted years, and all are as much 
notable for the elegance and deamess of style as for the almost infinite variety 
of the details whicm they contain.

This book of Bauhin is an excellent example of the early seventeenth 
century works upon anatomy. It is an assemblage of the plates from the 
larger work of the author, the Theairicum Anatotnicutn, which first was issued 
at Basle, in 1592. The most of the plates are reduced copies from Vesalius. 
There are, however, some from Fabridus, Varolius, BotaUius, Csesarius and 
Delaurens. 

Casper Bauhin was the son of a physician of eminence, physician-in-chief 
to Catherine, queen of Navarre, who died in 1582 without having left any 
writing, but leaving two sons, johann and Caspar, who inmiortalized the 
name of Bauhin. This family oners the rare example of six successive genera- 
tions all devoted to medicine. 

Caspar, the younger son, was bom at Basle, January 17, 1560. He chose 
medicine as his profession and devoted himself especiallv to the study of 
anatomy and botany. In the latter field, he accompUshed his highest distinc- 
tion. After extensive travel, he returned to Basle in 1580 from which time 
begins the history of his work in the teachin|^ of botany and anatomy in the 
academy of that city. In 1589 he was appomted Professor of Anatomy and 
Botany in the tmiversity, the chair havmg been created expressly for him. 
He died December 5, 1624. His writings were prolific both in the aepartment 
of anatomy and of ootany.

Godfrey Bidloo; bom at Amsterdam in 1649; died at Leyden in 17 13. 
Professor of anatomy at The Hague from 1688; in 1604 went to Leyden and 
thence accompanied King William to England as his personal physician. 
After the death of Willismi (1702), he returned to Leyden. His Anatomic 
Humani Corporis was first published in 1685 at Amsterdam, folio maxima. 
A translation into Dutch, OnUeding des Menschelyken Lichaams, was published 
in 1690, at Amsterdam. Of this Dutch edition, the present book is a nne copy. 
Of the plates in this book, William Cowper, the English anatomist and surgeon, 
purchased 300 sets, and with some additions and new explanatory text, pub- 
lished them in 1697, as if the result of his own work, after having had his own 
name pasted over that of Bidloo in the shield, which was a part of the title page.

Cant was a physician of Dordrecht and was one of the most industrious 
pupils of Ruysch whom he helped in making his beautiful injections and under 
whose direction he acquired much knowledge of anatomy. He possessed in 
a high degree talent in designing and engravmg, and was engaged by Albinus 
to make sketches of the different parts of the body of which he had no good 
ones. Death overtook him in the midst of his work.

Cheselden (1688-1752) began to lecture upon anatomy at St. Thomas' 
Hospital at the age of twenty-two and continued his lectures for twenty years. 
His Osteographia was published by subscription in 1733, and inscribed to 

gueen Caroline. He had previously published his Anatomy of the Human 
ody in 1 7 13. He became Chief Surgeon at St. Thomas* Hospital and Con- 
sultmg Surgeon at St. George's Hospital and the Westminster Infirmary, and 
was appointed principal surgeon to Queen Caroline. In 1737 at the age of 
fifty-nine, he gave up these appointments and accepted that of Head Sureeon 
at the Chelsea Hospital which he held imtil his death in 1752. He died firom 
apoplexy at the age of sixty-four. 

During his lifetime he deservedly stood at the head of English surgery. 
He gained especial fame for his remarkable skill in Hthotomy. He was intimate 
with Pope by whom he is often mentioned with honor and affection.

Cooper, Astiey Paston (1768-1841), the most famous of the anatomist 
suigeons of Great Britain. He was a pupil of John Hunter and of Cline. He 
died at the age of seventy-three, five years before the discovery of the anaes- 
thetic properties of ether and the introduction of a new surgery. He was 
affable, enthusiastic, earnest, attractive as a man; indefa^abfe as a student 
and investigator, and bold and accurate as a surgeon. The three books on

The final 
publication was effected by the interest of Dr. Richard Mead. 

William Cowper was bom in England in 1666 and died in 1709. He 
piactioed surgery in London and devoted himself to dissection and anatomical 
delineations. In 1698 he published a pretentious work The Anatomy of the 
Human Body. It was a beautiful folio adorned by one hundred and u>urteea 
plates, only nine of which were origpal with Cowper. All the others belong 
to Bidloo (Leyden, 1 649-1 713). Bidloo having b^en told that Cowper was 
workin|g on an English translation of his (Bidloo's) Anatomy, spoke to him 
about it when he was in London and offered to communicate to him various 
additional observations made by him since the printing of his book. Cowper 
assured Bidloo that he did not understand Latin wefl enough to undertake 
such a task. Meanwhile, however, he purchased from booksdlers in Holland 
three hundred sets of Bidloo's plates, including the engraved title page on 
which he had his own name skiltully pasted over that of Bidloo. He added a 
few new plates, made some insignificant corrections, and some additions and 
translated the text from the Latin into English and published the whole under 
his own name, merely casually referring to Bidloo in the preface. For this 
aggravated Uterary puacy, Bidloo arraigned Cowper before the Royal Society 
ofEngland. Cowper's reply is fotmd in the EYXARI£TIA.

William Cruikshank (i 745-1 800), a native of Edinburgh. Went to Lon- 
don in 1771 to become the assistant to William Hunter in his anatomical work.

His name will always be especially asso- 
ciated with the akiatomy of the Lymphatics. 

Yihs Anatomy of the A bsorbent Vessels in the Human Body was first published 
in 1786. A second enlarged edition appeared in 1790. A French edition was 
published at Paris in 1787. The present voltune is a good copy of the first 
edition, lacking two plates.

Fabridus of Acquapendente (i 537-1 619), a pupil of Fallopius at the 
University of Padua and his successor as Professor of Anatomy, to whidi was 
subsequently added the Chair of Surgery, which positions he filled with great 
renown from 1^62-1609. His two greatest honors are the discovery of the 
valves of the veins, and the having b^n preceptor of William Harvey, to whom 
the Imowledge of these valves proved to be the key which unlocked the myste- 
ries of the circulation of the blood. 

The republic of Venice recognized the talents and importance of Fabridus. 
The Senate built him a new, very spadous and magnificent anatomical amphi- 
theater, and had his name inscribea on the front of it. It also decreed hun an 
annual stipend of one thousand crowns and created him a Knight of St. Mark. 
In addition to all this, the Senate voted him a massive gold diain as a badge 
of its respect, and when infirmity and old ape came upon him, and rendered 
h\m incapable of continuing his labors, contmued to pay his salary ungrudg- 
ingly to the day of his death in 161 9, and later honored nis name and memory 
by a noble statue (Fisher). The esteem in which the work of Fabridus was 
held is evidenced by the repeated republication of his works for a century 
after his death. Of his works contained in the present collection, the one, 
De venarum osHolis, is the only one published during his lifetime.

In this book he speaks of himself as having 
been bom in Strassburg. Choulant asserts that he belonged to the guild of 
"wound physician" of his own city.

Laurence Heister was bom at Frankfort k Main, 1683. In 1709, became 
Professor of Anatomy and Botany at the University of Altorf, and in 1720 
he accepted the Chair of Anatomy and Suigerjr at the University of Helm- 
staedt; his professorship here extended over thirty-eight years. His Sui:^eiy 
is the oldest type of a suigical manual of the modem and comprehensive kmd. 
It appeared in quarto in Nuremburg in 1718 and had seven German and three 
Latm editions; it was also translated into EngUsh, Spanish, French, Italian 
and Dutch languages. He published a Compendium Anatomicum which had 
many editions and was the universally accepted text book of his time. He also 
wrote a laxge number of treatises on ophthalmological, botanical, and medical 
subjects. He died at Hehnstsdt in 1758.

In 1547, after the death of the 
King, he was recalled to Italy by Duke Cosmo and was appointed to a profes- 
sor^p at Pisa, first of philosophy and, later, of medicine. He died at Pisa 
in 1569. 
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Most of his works were published long after his death. The present book 
was the only one published during his lifetime, and appeared soon after his 
arrival in Paris, in anatomy his name lives in the Vidian nerve and canal. 
His chief merit consisted in having made known in Pnmce, through his trans- 
lations, the Greek writers (Hippocrates, Galen and Oribasius). A second edi- 
tion of the Chirui]gia, folio, appeared at Paris, 1594.

This example of the folio edition in English of Vigo's "Surgery" bears 
the date of 1 550 upon its title page ; it is in excdlent condition ; printed in " black 
letter"; pages printed in two ccutunns, with marginal indices; it is not paged, 
but the folios are numbered of which there are 270. 

Giovanni de Vigo was bom about 1460 in Genoa, and passed the greater 
part of his professional life at Rome whither he was called in 1503 by the 
Cardinal defia Rovere (later. Pope Julitis II), who heaped honors and gifts 
upon him. His fame is due to his book " Practica in Arte Chirurgica Copiosa 
Continens Novem Libros," which appeared at Rome in folio in 1514, and at 
Lyons in quarto in 1516. Many editions were printed during the succeeding 
two hundred years, a French translation printed in Paris in 1530; folio; at 
Lyons in octavo in 1531, and again in 1610; a Spanish translation printed at 
Valencia in 1537, folio and at Saragossa in 1581 ; an Italian translation printed 
at Venice, quarto, in 1540, and at various dates up until 1610; an English 
edition printed at Londcoi in 1543, folio, and a quarto in 1580 printed in 1^80; 
a German edition printed at Nuremburg in 1677, quarto; a Portuguese edition, 
foHo, at Lisbon in 17 13. Thus for nearly two hundred years it remained the 
chief surgical text book of Europe. In this compilation he put under contri- 
bution nearly all the surgeons of the Middle Ages, particularly William of 
Salicet, Arnold of Villanova, Guy de Chauliac and Peter d'Argelata, so that 
his writings may be considered as presenting sui^ery as it existed at the begin- 
ning of the sixteenth century, and for this reason they are very important 
from an historical standpoint.

Felix Wurtz, reputed as one of the most skillful judicious surgeons of the 
sixteenth century, was a native of Zurich, bom about 1514, and practiced his 
art at Basle. At the solicitation of his friend, Conrad Gesner, Wurtz composed 
this book, not, as he says himself, to repeate the general principles of surgery 
but to point out errors and abuses which prevailed in the exercise of the art, 
and to convey to his contemporaries and successors new observations which 
he himself had made. He was a friend of Paracelsus and Conrad Gesner. 
Wurtz died in 1576. 

The first editions of his book "Practica der Wundarzney" were probably 
those published at Basle in 1563. Many subsequent editions were publ^ed. 
The present copy as described on the title page, is translated into English 
from the second edition in the Dutch which was a translation of the twenty- 
eighth edition printed in the German tongue. It was translated into French 
by Sauvin, Paris, 1672.

The book is a beautiful example of the typography of the first pcurt of the 
sixteenth century. It is not mentioned by Brunet. It was not pubh^ed until 
five years after tbt death of the author. 

Antonio Benevenii was a phvsician of Plorenee that died in 1502. He 
was intimate^ associated with the group of distinguished savants who lived 
at that time in that country, and particularly with Politian and Fidnus. He 
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cultivated belles lettres and the study of Greek. Haller credits him with being 
the first good clinical observer who had appeared in many ages. He devotea 
himself chiefly to a description of the syniptoms of patients. Be further appre- 
ciated the important part which some day would be played by patholG|ical 
anatomy. The only work known from him is this De Ahdilis nonnuUis. Krst 
edition. Florence 1506-07 in 4to. It was also published in Paris, 1528, in 
foL» Bale, 1539 in 8vo. The two last editions mcluded also opuscula from 
Galen, Winter of Andemach, and Scribonius Laigus.

den ; in 1 709 he was made Professor of Medicine and Botanv. He died in 1738 
at the age of seventy years. He enjoyed for many years tiie greatest reputa^ 
tion as a teacher and savant.

He iwed a free life, after 
the usual custom of men of his class, up to the age of forty years when, by 
reason of ill health, he determined to adopt a carefully regulated regimen ol 
diet and moral control, which he carried out with such wisdom and persistence 
that he regained his health, became noted for his moderate, mild and affable 
disposition, and lived in a condition of unusual vigor in the full possession of 
all his faculties until the day of his death. 

His treatise on "Sure Methods of Attaining a Long and Healthful Life '* 
was first written when he was eig}ity-three years of age; to this he added addi- 
tional tracts at the ages respecti^y of 86, 91 and 95. He had but one child, a 
dauc^ter, who, however, bore eleven children; and the pleasure he derivied 
from the society of these grandchildren was among the things whidi he de- 
scribed as the greatest belon^g to his old age.
